2. Prime Minister Tran Ven Huu and Pham Van Giao, former Governor of 
Central Vietnam, have used borrowed funds to set up gambling casinos 
in Hue and Rha Trang. However, th© ore rent governor of Central 
Vietnam, Tran Van Ly, has refused to permit the opening of the 
casinos which Places Huu and Giao in a precarious financial position. 
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
